18; Officials pointed out that the | 


present fire truck is in poor con- 
dition and that the town faces 
costly repairs on it if a new one 
is not purchased. It was also re- 
ported that ownership of a new 
truck might result in lower fire 
insurance rates. 

A request to donate the old 
schoolhouse woodshed to the Boys 
Club was rejected. It was felt on 
the part of some that the town 
might be able to provide better 
quarters for the boys as the wood- 
shed is badly in need of repair. 

The town forestry committee 
reported its efforts to determine 
the town forest boundaries as dis- 
tinguished from those of the state. 
The committee reported some suc- 
cess and some failure to establish 
bounds. It noted a request from 
Oscar Ohlson to provide the town 
copies of maps he has made over 
a period of years. 

For unforeseen expenses, the 
town meeting appropriated $150 
for burials and $250 for the con- 
tingency fund. Approval was vot- 
ed for a transfer of $4000 from the 
road machinary fund to the road 
machinery account. 

The meeting met at 8 pm. and 
lasted about 24% hours. About 45 
persons attended.

The first snowfall—a soft fresh 
covering. Sunday the world was 
dressed in purest white. The very 
face of things had changed over- 
night. Gone were the colors, the 
forms and textures of fall. Every-

thing seemed wrapped in the ma- 


and twig with inches of fluff. 

The apple trees in the orchard 
beyond the fence, the elms, oaks, 
wild cherries, and the leafless 
shrubs were all decorated with 
sprays of white icing. The pointed 
cedars stood erect with snow- 
capes over their shoulders. The 
sprawling junipers beside the rock 
outcropping became snow covered 
mounds, difficult to differentiate, 
so thick and even was the coating 
of white. Pockets of snow on the 
yews at the house foundation 
gave solidity to the lace edged 
sprays of deep green. The rose 
bush tangle was crisscrossed with 
green and white, the arching 
stems meshing with each other in 
an interesting manner. Rabbit 
Started a nest beneath this very 
patch last spring. 

A strange stillness filled the air 
as the snow came down in silence. 
There was a feeling of largeness 


snow left off and sky began. There 
was not the slightest movement. 
No living thing was yet abroad. 
No birds, no squirrel about. No 
rabbit .tracks to mar the sea of 
white. 

Boughs of the Servian Spruce to 
the north of the house were soft- 
piled with the tufted weight of 
fleecy white. Near the rail fence 
the clusters of red pine wore 
patches of angora on their out- 
stretched arms. The yellow 
fringed witch hazel bending in 
graceful white over the rock 
seemed to close communication 
with the wild rose nestled there. 

Evonymous alata with curiously 
winged. stems beside the doorstep 
was so beautiful this fall I 
thought it could never look love- 
lier. But its branches, white en- 
crusted, now devoid of their crim- 
son foliage hung with brightly 
colored fruits as an invitation to 
the birds. The shagbark hickory 
earlier scattered its leaves broad- 
side when it no longer needed 
them. Pillows of snow collected 
on its discarded leaves that lodged 
among the leafless branches of

The snow had stopped falling 
and everywhere we looked was a 
sight of interest and beauty. The 
roof of the bird feeder was snow 
capped, a windrow on the thres- 
hold obstructing the entrance but 
with the warming sun we knew it 
wouldn't stay that way for long. 
And our bird friends would come 
eventually—the chickadees, nut- 
hatches and downy woodpeckers, 
to share this day. 

The gentleness of the soft new 
snow touched everything. The lit- 
tle nests on the ends of the wild 
carrot stems were heaped with 
down that would brush off at the 
touch uncovering the homely weed 
it is. How pretty they are in their 
disguise! Yarrow, goldenrod and 
asters are camouflaged too but 
only for a time. A deserted vireo’s 
nest, its cup filled to the brim 
with snow, hangs across the path 
in the ash tree. Why hadn't we 
noticed it before? It made us 
wonder what happened to the lit- 
tle brood raised in this semi-pen- 
sile nest, and where they are now 
that winter has set in. 

The full charm of the bare and 
leafless patch of woods is felt as 
we look at the interesting tree 
forms, their empty hands covered 
now with snow. How different 
each is even as we view them at a 
distance. The whiteness of the 
snowy ground points up the subtle 
characters of each one and some 
of the trunks painted with mosses 
and lichens, unnoticed before, can 
be enjoyed unreservedly now. 

Not for long did we live in this 
fairy-like world with everything 
seemingly at a standstill. There 
came a change in mood and a 
change of air currents. A slight 
breeze stirred causing a shift in 
the delicately balanced loads, sift- 
ing snow from twigs and branches 
exposing dark accents here and 
there. The sun rose a little higher 
in the heavens. Little by little 
bits of white icing jarred from 
the branches and twigs to pock- 
mark the white blanket beneath. 
The birds began to come to the 
feeding stations and a saucy blue- 
jay with a flash of color flew 
across my line of vision. 

This picture, of loveliness all 
about us is a miracle. Snow in its 
perfection is most beautiful and 
wonder evoking. ‘Nature is full of 
genius, full of divinity.” I marked 
this day on the calendar. The day 
of the first snowfall, November 
18th.

John Callaghan Is 
Well Remembered 
For His Anecdotes 


On Wednesday morning, No- 
vember 28, John Thomas Calla- 
ghan, of East St., Northfield, died 
at his home. He was born Sep- 
tember 25, 1874 and was the old- 
est all-time resident of Northfield. 
His father and mother were James 
and Margaret (O'Keefe) Calla- 
ghan. On November 20, 1907. just 
forty-nine years ago he was mar- 
ried to Flora Dennell in St. Johns 
Church in Millers Falls. Among 
the offices he has held were Se- 
lectman and Town Road Commis- 
sioner at two different times. He 
was organizer of one of the town's 
earliest baseball teams. As the 
oldest villager who has never lived 
outside of Northfield, Mr. Calla- 
ghan had many historic and 
amusing unpublished anecdotes 
about the founder and the found- 
ing of The Northfield Schools, as 
well as about the town itself. 

Surviving are his widow; his 
son, James I. Callaghan of North- 
field and six daughters and fif- 
teen grandchildren. The daughters 
are Mrs. Mary Lamoureaux of 
Greenfield; Mrs. Ellen McDonough 
of West Medway, Mass.; Mrs. Flo- 
ra Abbey of Northfield; Miss 
Frances Callaghan of Boston; Mrs.

Efficiency Is 
Needed on Farms 


“In Massachusetts . . . only those 
individual farmers who are rapid- 
ly increasing their efficiency and 
cutting costs per unit of output 
will be as well off this year as 
last.” 

George W. Westcott, Extension 
economist, University of Massa- 
chusetts, made the above state- 
ment in discussing the farm situ- 
ation on the New England Farm 
Hour recently. 

Westcott added that farm 
prices average about the same as 
last year with milk prices higher, 
poultry and egg prices lower, veg- 
etable prices about the same, and 
apple prices higher but with only 
half a crop. However, farm costs 
have risen more in Massachusetts 
than they have nationally so that 
total net farm income here will 
be lower this year.

In Gill Meeting 


Selectmen in Gill voted two to 
one against transfer of a package 
store license from Duda Packing 
Co. on Mountain Road to Duda 
Fine Foods on French King High- 
way, Chairman Walter Vassar an- 
nounced Wednesday. Duda will re- 
ceive a letter setting forth reasons 
for the action from the selectmen. 

The transfer request was op- 
posed at a hearing last week by 
Henry Riel who operates a pack- 
age store across the road from the 
proposed new location. Duda 
Brothers planned to operate the 
package store in one corner of a 
new supermarket which they are 
now building near French King 
Highway. Duda may now apply for 
renewal of the license at the 
Packing Co. on Mountain Road or 
allow it to expire on Dec. 31. In 
the event of expiration the permit 
might be granted to another firm. 

About 40 persons attended a 
hearing Tuesday night, Nov. 20. 
Principal arguments were made 
by lawyers representing the oppos- 
ing parties. Duda Bros. were rep- 
resented at the hearing by Atty. 
John Dolan of Turners Falls. Atty. 
Raymond M. Trudal of Montague 
Center represented Henry Riel. 

Dolan pointed out at the hear- 
ing that the new $75,000 store 
will mean much to the town and 
that $13,000 per week must be 
grossed to meet the overhead of 
maintaining the new establish- 
ment. 

Trudel argued that it was not in 
the best interests of the town for 
the two package stores to be 
placed so close together and that 
when Riel first applied for his li- 
cense in 1949 he was led to be- 
lieve that of the two_ licenses 
available, one would be in the 
southern part of town and one in 
the central part.
